Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 15—Fbur 
men were killed, two others are dy­ 
ing and scores injured or burned in 
a fire which broke out shortly after 
midnight yesterday morning in the 
Atlantic Refining Company plant of 
the Point Breeze Oil Works and was 
still raging with unabated fury at a 
late hour Sunday night. 
More than a million dollars’ worth 
of damage has been done to the plant, 
as five huge* oil tanks, each contain­ 
ing 20,000 barrels of oil, had been 
completely destroyed, as well as four 
“agitator” tanks 
of 4000 barrel ca­ 
pacity, three pump houses and sev­ 
eral pipe lines. 
Unless the flames 
can he checked—and their was no" ev­ 
idence of their conquest Sunday night 
—the whole plant is likely to ho de­ 
stroyed with a loss of upwards of 
three million dollars. 
Every Engine Calk'd Out 
Throughout the 
20 hours during 
which the blaze has been sweeping 
unchecked, it has sent out vast vol­ 
umes of dense 
black smoke 
which 
have been carried bv the winds all 
over South 
Philadelphia and 
the 
southern part of West Philadelphia. 
All night long and all day yesterday 
great multitudes of people from all 
parts of the 
city kept 
the streets 
jammed for many blocks around the 
scene of the fire, but were kept at a 
distance by the police. 
Practically every piece of fire ap­ 
paratus in the city was summoned to 
the blaze during the night and most 
of the engines, trucks, fire boats and 
other

I Breeze and tired firemen were called 
away from the oil plant to extin­ 
guish them, only to return later to 
the bigger blaze. 
A number of fire­

sm oke, but dropped exhausted from 
their long toil. 
Delay Sending In Alarm 
The fire broke out at 12.20 a. rn., 
but no alarm was sent in until 12.30, 
owing to the policy of the company to 
extinguish its own blazes. 
This mis­ 
take of this policy was proved, 
the 
police say, by the subsequent devel­ 
opments in the rapid spread of the 
fire. 
The police of the Forty-first 
district heard the explosion in the 
station house, and, knowing it could 
be nothing else than the oil works, 
•sent a detail at 
once to the scene, 
who arrived before 
an alarm was 
turned in.

Turk Leader Says It Will lie 
Done If It Takes 
Century. 


A ngora, A ug. 15— A reiterated de­ 
termination to drive out the Greeks, 
“if it takes years,” is the keynote of 
conversations which a correspondent 
of the Associated Press has just had 
with the N ationalist leader, Mustapha 
Kemal, 
at 
the latter’s villa in the 
nearby village 
of 
Chankai, 
which 
dominates the Angora plains. 
“Tur­ 
key for the Turks” is the N ationalist 
slogan. 
“A lthough the Allies appear to be 
unable to believe it, we will not bar­ 
gain nor accept half m easures,” Ke- 
mal said. 
“ W e are prepared to g o on 
fighting for what we deem our rights. 
It is not the first time in history that 
a war has lasted a century,” Kemal 
said to the correspondent. 
Vanquished Must Pay 
“ It 
is just 
that the 
vanquished 
party shall pay for a lost war,” 
he 
w ent on, “ but it is not just to kill a 
nation. 
It is unjust to attem pt to di­ 
vide up Turkish soil, giving part 
to 
the Greeks and spheres of influence 
to the French, the Italians and 
the 
British. 
T h is is a form o f political 
slavery . 
“Our conception of peace for 
the 
mainland has often been stated,” H e­ 
rnial continued. 
“As for Thrace, E a s t­ 
ern Thrace is an inseparable part o f 
our homeland, because of the Turkish 
majority there. 
For the rest of Thrace 
we are w illing to agree to a plebis­ 
cite. 
Constantinople, too, is ours, but 
for the Straits anil the Sea of Mar­ 
mora we are willing to 
accept any 
solution by which the safety of Con­ 
stantinople 
can 
he 
protected. 
My 
honest opinion is that the old arrange 
ment by which 
the 
Turks, 
armed, 
guaranteed 
the 
neutrality 
of 
the 
Straits is the only working solution. 
It is 
patent 
that an 
international 
com m ission will result in quarrels.

BATS GIVE TIPS 
THAT AII) FLYERS 


Study How Bird Avoids Objects 
it Cannot Set*. 
.Make Nu­ 
merous Experiments. 


W ashington, I). C., Aug. 15— B rit­ 
ish aviation scientists have solved the 
secret of how bats avoid objects they 
cannot see and are applying their d is­ 
covery to aircraft in the hope of s a fe ­ 
guarding them against collisions. R e­ 
ports of the ex|K*riments, made pub­ 
lic here Saturday by an arm y aviation 
statem ent, said progress w as 
being 
made with devices adapted from stu ­ 
dies of the bats which would act as 
preventives against collisions o f air­ 
craft. 
According 
to the statem ent, 
the 
scientists blindfolded 
a number of 
bats and 
released them 
in a room 
which was crossed with many wires 
and partitioned from another room by 
a grid 
containing 
holes just large 
enough for t h e bats to fly 
through. 
The result was that the flying ani- 
mala never touched a wire and flew 
through t h e holes w'ith ease. 


The experim ents revealed the b ats’ 
secret. 
They were found to em it a 
note, often inaudible to the ear, which 
would bound hack from the wires and 
partition, conveying 
accurate infor- 
i mation to the bats’ sensitive ears en ­ 
abling them to map out 
space with 
exactness. 


Aeronautical experts believe 
that 
airplanes can do the sam e thing. 
The 
British are busy devising instrum ents 
to that end, and their efforts are said 
' already to have led to the 
develop­ 
ment of instruments which are e x ­ 
pected to record for airmen sounds 
as they approach objects. 
It is said that this inform ation is 
expected to lie supplied equally as 
• well in the dark or m ist as in clear 
atmosphere.
